In the area centering around 
Vulcan the emphasis this year is 
being placed on hockey for school 
age 'boys, and no intermediate 
teams are operated in organized 
leagues. 

The Wheatbelt Hockey League 
for juvenile, midget and bantam 
hockey teams has now been or¬ 
ganized. with a view to developing 
the younger players. 

The juvenile section is comprised 
of teams from Vulcan, Champion 
and Rejd Hill, with each team 
playing four games at home and 
four away. Players must be under 
IS years of age on Nov. 1, 1947. 

Teams from Milo, * Champion, 
Carmangay and Vulcan comprise 
the midget section of the league, 
and players of this class must be 
under 16 years of age Nov. 1, 1947. 

Carmangay, Blackie and two 
Vulcan teams—the Canadiens and 
the Maple Leafs—form the ban¬ 
tam section of the league, with 
players under the age of 14 as at 
Nov. 1, 1947. 

Managers and coaches of the 
Vulcan entries in the league are 
being appointed this week and the 
first games are being held this 
Friday, Dec. 12th, when Vulcan 
Juveniles play at Champion, Milo 
Midgets play at Vulcan, and Vul¬ 
can Canadiens play the Hlackie 
Bantams at Blackie. 

The league was formed through 
the efforts of the Vulcan Athlettc 
and Cultural Association, which is 
sponsoring the four Vulcan teams.

back-log of 'savings to tide them ' 
over a poor crop year. 

The difficulties that now seem 
to be appearing and that may af¬ 
fect the general agricultural out¬ 
look. stem from the fact that Brit¬ 
ain and other European customer 
.countries now have neither the 
money or goods to pay for wheat 
and other Canadian agricultural 
products. Therefore the general 
ngriculurnl outlook is not too 
cheerful, said the speaker, ns this 
situation is bound to affect the 
marketing of Canadian produce. 

Referring again to this province,* 
Mr. Long felt that Alberta was 
just begnning to come into its own. 
One of the richest provinces in the 
Dominion in the matter of natural 
resources, h-* thought that the in¬ 
dustrial development of the prov¬ 
ince would make great progress 
within the next few years. This 
province is going to develop into 
one of the greatest in Canada, he 
said and the towns of the province 
must be prepared to develop with 
it. There is a big job ahead for 
Boards of Trade that are willing 
to tackle the problems confront¬ 
ing their towns, concluded thj 
Speaker, and the Vulcan Board of 
Trade can do much to aid in the 
town's development. 

The constitution and by-laws of 
the Board of Trade were presented 
by Secretary D. D. McQueen for 
the approval of the meeting. Pres¬ 
ident M. R. Morrison.

Ilsley Attacks 
Soviet Comment 


Minister o? Justice Ilsley, repre¬ 
senting Canada at the United Na¬ 
tions Assembly at Lake Success, 
charged that false and misleading 
statements about Canada have ap¬ 
peared in the Soviet press and 
tadio. He said the whole picture 
of Canada" was being d'storted to 
build up enmity in the minds of 
the Soviet people. This, he said, is 
war mongering. 

He was speaking on the Russian 
resolution on war-mdngering, and 
said there was also the type of 
war mongering which tries to stir 
tp domestic war by setting class 
against class. 

Earlier in the debate. Warren 
Austin, representing United States 
( ad said that the Soviet resolution 
was an attempt to apply shackles 
to the minds of the American peo¬ 
ple, and declared the resolution 
sought to nullify the pledge to re¬ 
spect human rights. He said it was 
a “police state” measure. 

Vichinsky. chief of the Soviet 
delegation, had previously attack¬ 
ed Winston Churchill and U.S. 
“war mongers,” warning that mili¬ 
tary catastrophe Is inevitable if 
alleged American war mongers are 
not checked. —
